Israelis in Moscow rap 
‘anti-Soviet hysteria’ 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Α visiting 
group of Israeli jeftists condemned 
“the anti-Soviet hysteria whip- 
ped up by Israel's ruling quarters” 
during their visit to Moscow, Tass 
sald yesterday. 

It quoted ex-Mapam leader 
Ya'acov Riftin as saying: “We all 
come out against Israeli extremists 
for whom territory is more impor- 
tant than peace, against anti-So- 
viet hysteria whipped up by Israel's 
ruling quarters.” 

Tass said Riftin and other mem- 
bers of the group, visiting as guests 
of the Soviet Peace Committee, ad- 
dressed the committee on an unspe- 
cified date. 

The dispatch was datelined Mos- 
cow and dated yesterday, implying 
the group had returned early from 


its tour of provincial cities with 
high Jewish populations. But a 
spokesman for the Peace Commit- 
tee said the group was stil] on tour 
outside Moscow and would not re- 
turn. until “sometime next week.” 


Tass also quoted Mrs. Ruth Lu- 
bitsch, a member of the Rakah Cen- 
tral Committee aa saying: “The 
dangerous situation in the Middle 
Bast calla for an immediate end to 
the occupation of Arab territories 
by Israel and full Implementation 
of the (U.N.) Security Council re- 
solutions.”

MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet 
Union yesterday officially recog- 
nized the setback of the American 
dollar by declaring the most ex- 
tensive ruble devaluation in 10 
years. 

The Soviet bank for foreign trade 
announced new rates that raised 
the ruble value of all major for- 
elgn currencies except the U.S. dol- 
lar and the French franc. Both 
those currencies remained at their 
old rate. Two currencies, the Ar- 
gentine peso and the Indonesian 
Tupee, were reduced in ruble value.

— The Greek gov- 
ernment announced last night it had 
arrested four members of an inter- 
national ring on Tuesday during an 
attempt to free from jail the man 
who tried to assassinate Premier 
George Papadopoulos three years 


‘Government press spokesman 
Byron Stamatopoulos said Lady 
Amalia Fleming of Britain, widow 
of the ‘discoverer of penicillin, was 
one of the four who tried to free 
Alexandros Panaghoulis. δ 

He identified the others as Amer- 
ican student John Skelton, 28, and 
two Greeks, Constantine Androu- 
sopoulos, a friend of Panaghoulis, 
and Mrs. Athena Psigouras. 

He said the ring had its nerve 
centres in Britain and Italy. - 

Stamatopoulos told a news con- 
ference the four would be charged 
with attempting to free a prisoner 
under article 187 of the penal code. 
That article falls under the jurisdic- 
tion of martial law. 


PRISONER’S PLAN 

Stamatopoulos said Panaghoulls 
himself had devised the entire plan 
of escape in correspondence with 
‘Androusopoulos. Copies of their 
alleged letters were handed to 
newsmen. 

Panaghoulis, 32, who was being 
held at a military police training 
centre, situated behind the Athens 
Hilton” Hotel, thought he had won 
the confidence of a prison warder, 
Stamatopoulos said. 

In his plan, Panaghoulis had given 
instructions to his alleged friend to 
drug other ptison guards on the 
night of the escape attempt. To- 
gether they would kill another 
warder, Stamatopoulos said.

Millions vote Delay seen 
for federation

Millions of voters in Egypt, Libya and Syria flocked to ballot 
stations yesterday to vote on a federation of Arab republics Jinking 


the three nations. 

The results will be announced si- 
multaneously in Cairo, Damascus 
and Tripol at midday today. Sudan 
has also agreed to the federation 
and is due to join in a few months. 

In Egypt, which has vigorously 
pursued the elusive goal of Arab 
unity, some 8m. registered voters, 
including about 750,000 women, 
went to the polls. Fines were to be 
imposed for failure to vote. 

In Syria, Egypt's partner in a 
short-lived union in 1958, about 70 
per cent of eligible voters had cast 
their ballots ten hours after voting 
began. 

Libya alse celebrated the day with 
a milltary parade to mark the se- 
cond anniversary of the overthrow 
of the monarchy there. 

Cairo radio stations played martial 
music throughout the day, and urg- 
ed the populace to go to the polis. 
The federation was the first step 
towards the battle against Israel. 
announcers proclaimed. 

Shortiy after 1 p.m. Cairo radio 
said that the Minister of Interior, 
Mamdouh Salem. had issued orders 
to “all security chiefs instructing 
them to provide citizens with their 
right to take part in the referendum 
freely." This was thought to in- 
dicate that the security apparatus 
had stepped in about mid-day to 
ensure Jarger participation of voters. 
Reports dispatched by news agencies 
Indicated that only 20 per cent of 
the eligible voters had gone to the 
polls hy noon. 

DAY OFF IN EGYPT 

In contrast to the atmosphere of 
jubilation which marked the 1958 
merger between Egypt and Syria, 
yesterday's referendum was recelved 
quietly by Egyptians. Workers were 
given the day off to vote “yes” or 
“no.” Loudspeaker vans toured 
Egyptian cities urging a large turn- 
out. Under the federation, Egypt 
wil} today change its official title of 
the “United Arab Republic" to “The 
Arab Republic of Egypt.” 

In Syria, army helicopters urop- 
ped coloured leaflets, and polls 
were placed on the border with 
Lebanon where over 300,000 Syrians 
were urged to cast their votes. 
Buses were organized to transfer 
these voters, mainly from Beirut. 

And in Libya, Mu'ammer al-Gad- 
dafi marked his anniversary in 
power at a military parade which 
featured newly obtained supplies in- 
cluding French Milrages. Gaddafi 
said that the federation was a ne- 
cessity in the struggle against Is- 
rael, adding, "We are facing chal- 
lenges from the East and West as 
well as from within.” 

Libya's celebrations were atten- 
ded by four African Presidents, in- 
cluding Sudan’s Ja’afar e-Numeiri. 
Gaddafi praised the Sudanese lea- 
der for quelling the “Communist 
clique” in his country. The 29-year- 
old Libyan head of state also paid 
tribute to Prime Minister Dom Min- 
toff of Malta, which he called 
“small in size but big strategicatiy." 

Besides Mr. Mintoff, the ceremo- 
nies were attended by President 
Hamani Dioro of Niger, President 
Moktar Daddah of Mauritania, and 
President Ahmadou Ahidjo of Ca- 
meroon. Mr. Ahidjo is one of the 
four African leaders due to visit 
Israel and Egypt on a peace- 


making tour.

— The State 
Department yesterday expressed 
serious concern aver reported new 
Soviet arms deliveries to Egypt and 
the increased number of Russian 
Pilots flying Soviet jets In the area. 

However, spokesman Robert Mc- 
Closkey indicated that the pre- 
carious military balance in the 
Middle East was not upset yet and 
promised that the U.S. Government 
would continue to watch that 
balance. 

“We consider Soviet arms ship- 
ments and the operational military 
involvement of Soviet pilots a 
matter of grave concern,” Mr. 
McCloskey told a news conference. 
“It could have most serious conse- 
quences." 

He said that shipments of new 
Soviet hardware and the “opera- 
tional involvement” of Soviet airmen 
‘is taken into account in the con- 
tinged review of the military 
balance.” 

BALANCE UNCHANGED 

The view by officlais here is that 
the military balance in the Middle 
East has not changed significantly 
since last spring, he said. 

Reports from Cuiro said that 
three more squadrons of Soviet jets 
were expected to arrive there short- 
ly, but U.S. officials believe such 
figures are exaggerated. | 

Mr. McCloskey said the question 
of U.S. arms supplies to Israel was 
discussed with Israeli officials by 
Joseph Sisco, Assistant Secretary 
of State for Near Eastern Affairs, 
during his recent visit there.

Jerusalem

Jordan apparently has decided 
to delay its request for a meet- 
ing of the U.N. Security Council 
on Jerusalem, according to infor- 
mation reaching here yesterday. 

Indications from New York that 
the debate would mot open next 
Tuesday, as predicted, were rein- 
foreed by 8 report in Beirut’s "A- 
Nahar,” usually well-informed on 
Jordanian affairs, The newspaper 
said that the Jordanians would ask 
the Council to meet on September 
13 — a week later than originally 
expected, and about a week before 
the General Assembly convenes its 
annual session. 

Observers in Jerusalem {oterpre- 
ted Jordan's failure to inform the 
mew Security Council president yes- 
terday of thelr intention to seek 
a debate as a sign they would aot 
do so next week. 


EGYPT PRESSURE 

The observers suggested that the 
delay might result In diminished 
Egyptian pressure for an expansion 
of the debate. to imelude the over- 
all issue of Israeli “aggression,” as 
Cairo's diplomatic efforts turn to- 
ward the Assembly. An important 
reason for Jordan's vacillation on 
calling the Council Into session re- 
portedly has been the fear that 
Egypt might deliberately steal its 
thunder by bringing in extraneous 
matters. 

Jordan has not received much 
overt encouragement from non-Arab 
quarters during its four-month "on 
again, off again” quest for a Coun- 
ell meeting. The Soviet Union and 
France, normally sympathetic, ad- 
vised Amman that they did not 
view the Council! as the proper 
forum, under the circumstances. 
Christian interests, including the Va- 
tican, though sometimes eager to 
limit Israel's hold on Jerusalem, 
were not anxious to bolster King 
Hussein's position in the Holy City. 
The U.S., telling Jordan that it 
would not consent to a prolonged 
public polemic, finally consented to 
a brief and businesslike debate. 

Israel has strongly objected to 
the U.S. going even half-way with 
Jordan on this issue, and has said it 
would not cooperate, and would 
even disrupt, any prepared Council 
scenario on Jerusalem. It has re- 
fused to enter into any discussion 
with Washington over the wording 
of a resolution, and would not con- 
sider any move by the Council to 
despatch a representative, even in 
the shape of a special representa- 
tlve of the Secretary-General, to 
investigate charges that ft is 
“changing the character of the city.” 

Our Arab affairs reporter adds: 

“A-Nahar” said thar Jordanian 
Forelgn Minister Abdullah Salah, 
who is now in Saudi Arabia on a 
tour that took him to Lebanon and 
Egypt, has been promised Arab

an exclusion against death “by war 
or any act of war suffered... while 
in military or naval service in time 
of war." 


The soldier, Calvin Cook, was a 
passenger in the military vehicle 
when it was wrecked in Vietnam in 
May, 1969. 


“Our use of armed forces in Viet- 
nam does not constitute war in the 
legal sense because Congress has 
not declared war against North 
Vietnam,” the opinion sald. “For 
the purposes of this opinior we 
may assume that our use of armed 
forces there does constitute war in 
the material sense.”

Civil governor 
replaces Tikka 
in E. Pakistan 


RAWALPINDI (Reuter)..— Dr. A. 
M. Malik has been appointed civil 
governor of East Pakistan to re- 
place General Tikka Khan, the mar- 
tial law governor, it was officially 
announced here Tuesday. 

Dr. Malik, 665, was described as 
an East Pakistani, The Government 
said he will recommend the names 
of members of ‘his Council of Min- 
isters to President Yahya Khan for 
approval as soon as possible. 

The respective portfolios of pro- 
vinclal ministers will be announced 
in due course by Dr. Malik, the an- 
nouncement said. 

Dr. Malik is at present the Pres- 
ident’s special assistant for displaced 
persons supervising and coordinat- 
ing relief and rehabilitation opera- 
tions in Hast Pakistan. 

An official spokesman said yes- 
terday that appointment of 2 civil 
governor is “yet another significant 
step forward towards President 
Yahya Khan’s pledge to transfer 
power to the elected representatives 
of the people.” 

General Tikka was appointed 
martial law administrator in East 
Pakistan last March — about two 
weeks before the army crackdown 
against followers of Sheikh Mu-

Sheikh Mujib, whose Awami Lea- 
gue Party won an overall majo- 
rity in the National Assembly elec- 
tions, ts currently facing secret 
trial in West Pekistan charged 
with “waging war against Palkis- 
tan.”

OME Labour leaders believe that 
if Mr, Yitzhak Ben-Aharon re-~ 
signs hispost of Histadrut Secretary~ 
General, the Histadrut stands achance 
of “saved.” Three years ago 
it was the wish to “savethe Hista- 
drut which prompted the Labour 
leadership to appoint Mr. Ben-Aha~ 
ron to this position at a most crftcal 
period — the renewal of the bi- 
annual wage contracts in practically 

all unfons. 

The choice of Mr. Ben-Aharon was 
plausible. A man of great energy, 
prepared to stand up to friend and 
foe in his drive towards a goal, Mr. 
Ben-Aharon was the man who start- 
ed the weels of the Labour unity 
moving several years ago, —wher 
Propects for a united Labour party 
Seemed dim. If anybody could get 
the Histadrut out of its rot, Ben- 
Aharon could. 

Soon after taking office, Ben- 
Aharon began to arouse opposition 
almost all along the line. The Labour 
leadership resented etther 

tional or personal ‘Workers 
resented his demands for discipline. 
Employers claimed that the new 
Secretary-General incited workers 
to irresponsible action. The Finance 
Minister appeared as a deus 6% 
machina to settle what threatened to 
become a dangerous employer-em- 
ployees fight by talking both sides 
into a “package” deal. 

When matters settled down a little 
and the new Secretary-General had 
a chance to look more closely at his 
domain, he discavered something 
which others had known or suspect- 
ed long before — the Histadrut was 
not really structured to operate as a 
Trade Union Federation. 

4A. Trade Union, Ben-Aharon argued, 
was ap. organization of workers. 
But workers were uot represented 
on governing bodies of the Histadrut. 
The Histadrut was governed by 
parties. Party officials staffed Labour 
Councils, Union Secretariats, the 
Executive Council, even the Central 
Committee, Working in cooperation 
with the Deputy Secretary-General, 
Mr. Yeruham Meshel, Ben~Aharon 
sponsored a schéme which would 
take elected « ves to work- 
efs committees and Labour Councils. 
The workers would vote for indivi- 
duals, not party lists, though parties 
would retain a great measure of 
control over the candidates. 


Mapam veto 


‘Bat Mi vetoed . the scheme 
which would have cost them influ- 
ence. It was not over-enthusiasti- 
cally received by the Labour party 
establishment either. 

The electoral issue is of major 
irbportance, ag it would change the 
very essence of the Histadrut. When 
the Histadrut was founded just over 
50 years ago, what really took place 
was the merger of two major poli- 
tical organizations, Ahdut Ha'‘avoda 
and Ha'poel Hatzair, with a few more 
non-aligned political groups. Named 
The General Federation of Jewish 
‘Labour, the organization was in fact 
a@ political body, which pursued 
political aims. The Histadrut even 
organized a uational self-defence 
organization, the Hagana, which later 
developed into the Israel Defence 
Forces. Trade unionism was almost 
in the nature of a side-line to the 
political activity: membership In the 
Histadrut was restricted to persons 
who earned their living by work, 
not by exploiting other people's 
Igxbour. The Histadrut had agencies 
to provide work, to see to it that 
wages and the working conditions 
‘were adequate. But the protection of 
workers’ rights was never the sole 
and not even the main purpose of 
the Histadrut, This unique set up 
worked very well until the establish- 
ment of the State of Israel, when 
some of the Histadrut’s functions 
were transferred to the government 
not without opposition from some 
powerful sections of the federation. 

Since the separation between the 
‘Histadrut and the State, the federa- 
tion has been urged by its main 
supporters not to let the State en- 
crouch ‘further on its prerogatives: 
who could imow, after all, what 
Kind of government we might not 
have some day? The issue came 
to a head ten years ago when the 
Secretary-General at the time, 
Pinhas Lavon, mustered all the re- 
maining political forces of his or- 

Ranization for a show-down 
ΕΗ the State. To simplify the 
issue, the State was identified with 
the personality of Prime Minister 
Ben-Gurion, and a personal attack 
launched. Mr. Lavon was totally 
defeated in the struggle, but Mr. 
‘Ben-Gurion gave way to a group 
of leaders more acceptable to the 
istadrut. There had been many 
complainta that the ablest men tend- 
ed to leave the Histadrut for the 
Government, but the Histadrut still 
retained enough political power to 
trigger off a major reshuffle in the 
government, 

Party politics 

ἄς was by no means as a trade 

union that the Histadrut exercised 
thig influence, but ag a parallel 
political body. True enough, the same 
polltical parties operate in the go- 
vernment as in the Histadrut; 
theoretically the Party representa- 
tives in both follow the line of the 
game political leadership. But the 
composition of forces is different. 
Mazpam plays a much greater role 
in the Histadrut where it sat in the 
Central Commitiee when the party 
was in oppositionto the Govern- 
ment. 
, For almost ten years, while Aharon 
Becker was Secretary-General, 
‘Mapam's influence was not felt very 
much, though it was known that 
“spontaneous” 
demonstrations and several wikicat 
strikes. Mr, Becker was a seasoned 
trade unionist who knew his workers 
well, and warded off Mapam de- 
mands by producing a reasonable 
scheme for more pay through great- 
ex productivity. And he worked in 
cooperation with the government. 

Ben-Aharon ig more ausceptible to 


Yitzhak Ben-Aharon 


Mapam phraseology than his pre- 
decessor. ‘His association with city 
workers ceased for 30 years after 
ke was one of the secretaries of 
Beit Brenner, the Tel Aviy Labour 
Council, in the 1980s. Moreaver, 
Ben-Aharon is an eminently poli- 
tical man. He envisages the Hista- 
drut as a social movement aiming 
at the transformation of people into 
@ working community striving to- 
wards the highest socialist ideals. 
He would like to give workers the 
‘best possible conditions, and never 


work of ‘the Histatese Possibly, as 
Β political leader, he also remem- 
bers that the workers are voters, 
too — in fact, the majority of the 
voters. 

Political co-existence between the 
Government and the Histadrut might 
have continued more or less un- 
disturbed if not for the over-em- 
ployment economy which followed 
the Six Day War. Pressure groups 
developed, disrupting vital services, 
The Histadrut, called upon to ex- 
ercise its restraining power, suddenly 
discovered: that it was not geared 
to do so. Like the Hagana, the 
Histedrut was a voluntary organi- 
zation and could survive only by 
the self-discipline of its members. 
The political parties: which cousti- 


tute’ the Histadrut.— extapt for: 


Mapam, perhaps — have-not the 
grip on their membership they once 
had, and the Labour party discover- 
ed itself powerless against the leaders 
of pressure groups, most of whom 

to one of the three trends 
of the Labour Party. Legally, the 
Histedrut can do nothing but expel 
a recalcitrant member — the measure 
has a certain morar effect, but not 
decisive one, and cannot be at- 
tempted too often. 


Jealous defender 


Perhaps unwittingly, Ben-Aharon 
agreed to Government interference 
in strictly labour prerogatives which 
the Histadrut had been defending 
jealously for years. The Gavern- 
ment became a partner in the 
“package deal”, though it was 
the Histadrut’s traditional policy to 
negotiate wage agreements directly 
‘with the employers. The government 
interfered in major labour disputes 
by Issuing compulsory work orders. 
‘The next step was the tabling of 
the Employers and Employees 
BH, which the Minister of Labour 
says will give the Histadrut the 
“teeth” it needs to exercise 
effective control over irresponsible 
members. 

There are still influential leaders 
in the Labour party who believe 
the Histadrut should never become 
just an “ordinary” trade union con- 
gress. The Histadrut aims at much 
more than ἃ good wage contract, 
they argue, it is a way of life, an 
ideology. If the all-encompassing 
nature of the Histadrut is abandoned, 
it will split into separate trade 
unions, posstbly along political or 
religious lines, as in Europe. 

But it must be realized too, that 
the days of the pre-State Histadrut 
are gone. A political body which 
runs the government cannot accept 
the existence of 2 parallel, and some- 
times rival, political organization. 
Ben-Aharon justifiably complained 
some months ago that his party 
has given little thought to the 
future of the Histadrut. If his gug- 
gestion for electoral reform is not 
adopted, the party should provide 
a different solution.

Fresh meat 
will be in 
short supply 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Unleas steps are 
teken immediately, there will be a 
shortage or a steep rise in the price 
of fresh meat for the High Holi- 
days, according to the spokesman 
of the Butchers Association. 

At a stormy session of Associa- 
tion members on Tuesday evening, 
it was pointed out that there were 
two possible methods to provide 
enough fresh meat at reasonable 
prices: 

1) to persuade the Government to 
import “beef-on-the-hoof” fo be 
slaughtered here; or 

2) to stop slaughtering from now 
wntil shortly before the High Holi- 
days, so that severe] weeks’ supply 
would accumulate. 

The butchers stressed that, with 
present supplies, meat should not 
cost more than IL18 a kilogram for 
the best cuts, and IL14 a kilogram 
for the cheaper cuts. 

Mr. Ze'ev Lamdanl, chairman of 
the Beef Marketing Board, who ad- 
dressed the meeting, thought that 
“the very best cut of fresh meat 
should not cost more than 1186 ἃ 
kilogram.” He said supplies were 
similar to last year’s and the short- 
age was due to increased demand, 
including that of the larger number 
of tourists. 


Meat dishes 
upped 10%

Prices of meat dishes in inex- 
pensive restaurants, steakbars, and 
cafeterias wil be allowed to rise by 
up to 10 per cent, but no more, 
according to an agreement reached 
yesterday between ‘the Merchants 
Association and the Price Controller.

The 
wholesaler ia adding on a bit of 
extra profit for himself 855 he knows 
that people will pay the higher 
price, especially since the cost of 
frozen meat has risen so much re- 
cently. 

At present there is no shortage 
of chicken, but the situation Is 
“tense.” according te the Agricul- 
ture Ministry spokesman. What he 
means is that, while there is no 
shortage, there also is no surplus 
of supply over demand. In August, 
7500 tons of chicken went on the 
market, and this month 7400 tons 
will be delivered to the market, 
compared with 6,500 at the begin- 
ning of the year and an average of 
6,000 tons a month last year. As 
planning starts to catch up with 
reality, the months of October and 
November wi see over 8,000 tons 
going on the market. 

What has happened is that, as 
the price of meat went up, people 
started buying more poultry. At the 
same time, we have been having a 
record year in tourism, and these 
tourists have to be fed — largely 
chicken, apparently. All this seems 
to have caught the poultry produc- 
tion ptanners on the wrong foot, 
with the result that they can 
barely keep abreast of demand. 

One other factor is the demand 
for pre-cooked grilled chicken. Up 
to last year ‘the average weight of 
a chicken when slaughtered was 
around 1.900 kg. and 2.100 kg. 
With the growth in the popularity 
of grilled chicken the average 
weight of chickens at slaughter 
dropped to between 1.400 kg. 
Restaurants, too, have apparently 
woken up to the fact that if they 
give someone a quarter chicken, the 
customer is not going to weigh it

DECISION 
DELAYED
